Garden ActivitieN 
For Mid-November 


Continue planting roses as long 
a* the soil is workable Just before 
freezing weather a half bushel of 
soli heaped lightly over the plants, 
covering at least three bud*, should 
provide sufficient protection over 
the winter. Work In a little bone 
meal around the root* of established 
rose bashes Prune away any broken 
, stem* and tie branches to protect 
them from strong winds. 
Mulch strawberry plant* to protect 
them from winter kill. Any kind of 
strew or hay is suitable. Leave* may 
be placed between rows tout not on 
the plant*. 
Crabapple, appl®, pear and quince 
trees may be planted until freezing 
weather set* in. 
Continue planting tulips, daffodils 
and other hardy spring-flowering 
bulbs. Label them in indelible ink. 
Plant paper-white narcissus in 
water and pebbles immediately for 
Christmas flowering.

n the Treaty of Paris, signed Septem ber 3, 1783, Great Britain recognized the independence of the 
United States. Called the greatest triumph of American diplomacy, the treaty is signed for the 
"oiled States by Franklin. Adams and Ja y and by Hartley for Great Britain. Their personal seals 
tpprar below their signatures. The last page of the official m anuscript copy is shown here This 
nanusrript copy is being displaved in more than 300 cities in the U. S. on the Freedom Train 
luring 1047 and 1018. The copy is marked “ Duplicate’* because during the eighteenth century the 
m an tic crossing was so hazardous that important state documents were frequently drawn up in 
luplicate and even triplicate, and were dispatched on separate ships. Two copies of the Treaty 
*f Paris were signed, sealed, and sent to the United States. Both arrived safely and are today a 
Wirt of the archives of the United States. Lent by the National Archives.

Naturally this aroused 
hot opposition among the dem ocra­ 
cies, to whom freedom of religion 
is a cherished right.

Atmosphere Of Conflict 
Then Pavlov attacked a proposed 
article reading: "Everyone has the 
right to a nationality.

He m ain­ 
tained that the right to change n a­ 
tionalities should be om itted, and

In this atmosphere of conflict be­ 
tween democracy and totalitarian­ 
ism the work on the bill of human 
rights has proceeded 
slowly.
